Wage Scale to Be Reduced and No 
Union Men Employed. 
Goldfield, Nev., Dec. IO.—The mines 
of Goldfield are to be re-opened on 
Thursday. The wage scale is to be re­ 
duced. 
No mem bers of the W estern 
Federation of Miners will be given 
employment. 
Meanwhile men will be 
brought here to the num ber of 500 to 
take places of the strikers. 
Such is the decision of the executive 
com m ittee of the Mine O wners’ as­ 
sociation. 
The change from W ednes­ 
day to Thursday was made to allow 
time to get men from other points 
here to replace strikers. 
Governor Sparks will come to Gold­ 
field on Thursday. 
The troops now 
here will be scattered through the 
camp and will practically guard the 
mines.

SUCCESS WITH FRUITS. 


Oranges, Grape F tot and Olives Pro­ 
duced Prolifically at Bee­ 
ville Station 


t ' 
President H arrington has just re- 
*u:ued from 
an 
inspection 
of the 
work of the Beeville station. 
H 5 says 
that the station is splendidly kept, 
the grounds are in beautiful «ondi- 
t.on, and the entire place a credit to 
the state. 
There are 160 acres of 
rich land In the station, only a pe t 
of which is in cultivation. 
President Harrington brought hack 
with him from the station some trull 
that has attracted much attention. In 
fact, he says that to avoid holding ;« 
continuous audience 
while 
on 
the 
train he was forced to keep the fruit 
covered up. 
The specimens consisted 
of a cluster of three oranges of m e 
iHigat variety taken from a tree three 
years old which contained 200. 
Th*- 
fruit is sw eet and the oranges well 
grown. 
The second s; eimen w a; a 
large bunch of the grape fruit—seven 
in num ber—growing on a single „wig 
not one-half inch in diam eter. The to­ 
tal weight 
of 
the 
seven 
was ten 
puonds. 
The tree from which this 
twig was cut contained 65 specimens 
equally as large and is three years 
old. 
Such grape fruit is said to sell 
for 20c to 25c each. 
At the Punier 
price this young tree would yield $13, 
or seven hundred dollars per acre. 
The oranges would have been al­ 
most equally as profitable. 
This fruit 
was grown in the open field on the 
Beeville station. 
P resident H arring­ 
ton has already had 
num erous 
re­ 
quests for photographs of the grape 
fruit. 
The director of the Beeville station 
has a large number of the different 
varieties 
of 
the 
Satsuma orange 
planted in order to 
discover 
what 
variety is best suited to 
Southwest 
Texas conditions. 
Experim ents are 
also being made in the growth of ol­ 
ives. 
This year the olive trees bore 
for the first time. 
They are a beau­ 
tiful evergreen and 
should 
become 
popular in South Texas for hedges, 
even if it should be shown that the 
fruit is unprofitable. 


T here are other interesting exper-

A 
, variety test of different grades of on­ 
ions, cabbage, . beets and 
tom atoes 
will, 
when 
the 
results 
are fully 
known, be of great value to Texas 
truck 
growers. 
Alfalfa 
is 
being 
grown, with and w ithout irrigation, 
In order to determ ine its fitness for 
I conditions which prevail in the San 
Antonio country. 
Rescue, grass, oats 
and barley are still being tried for 
w inter pasture with a view to deter­ 
mine the surest and m ost profitable 
crop. 
President 
H arrington 
announces 
that a well equipped apiary will soon 
be added to the 
station, 
Another 
unique exprim ent will be inaugurated 
with the purpose of determ ining the 
corneinrcial value of the prickly pear 
for stock feed. 
A large field of prick­ 
ly pears xvii be planted and careful}’ 
, cultivated. 
A cutting and 
drying 
machine will prepare it for marked and 
jits value as a dried food will be tie ter- 
i mined. 
It Is already known th at cat- 
' tie are very fond of this food, thai the 
| thorns are 'easily removed, and that 
the plants responds quickly to culti- 
j vat ion. 
It rem ains only to show that
